New York, Deo. 17.— A dispatoh to 
Th« H«nild from Havana aajt ; Mnoh 
anxiety it felt for the safety of Licntcn 
ant Colonel .Io(|nia Raiz, aide-de-camp 
to Geiu'ral Hlaiico. w ho it is fi'ared has 
met death &a the penalty for bearing a 
propositioii for snrrender to a rebel 
camjk It Mtm* that Colonel Ruiz is a 
pwional friend of Colonel Arangnren, 
who was employed by him before the 
war, when Colonel Kuiz was the engi- 
neer in charge of the Veiito water- 
works. Keceutly, niulor ordirs from 
General Blanco, t'oluiiel Ruiz opened 
coirespondeuoe witii Colonel Arangn- 
ren, with the object of anrnnsing an in- 
terview. 

Colonel Aningoren wrote tlint he 
woald meet the colonel if the latti r 
only desired to talk of personal atfairn, 
to which the colonel replied that he 
wis>ied to talk'abont poliiical matters. 

Colonel Arangnren wrote that ho 
would absolutely refuse to receive him 
op these conditions, and called his at- 
tention earnestly to General Gomez's 
orders that all persons entering insar- 
geut camps to oifer terms of surrender 
should be put to death. He assured 
Colonel Ruiz that he was prepared to 
carry out^ the order to the letter, and 
while he ebtuomed him highly as an old 
friend, he would hang him if he neg- 
lected the warning. 

In spite of this Colonel Ruiz started 
alone on Sunday for Colonel Aran- 
garen's camp, determined to risk all in 
the attempt. In leaving he said if ho 
had not returned by Tuesday then he 
might be given up as dead. So far 
nothing has been heard of him, and 
there is little room for donbi that tha 
inraxgant leader has put his threat into 
exeoation with a Spartan resolution. If 
this be trae, mnoh regret will be felt 
eren in Cuban drolee in Havana, where 
Ckdonel Rnii was well known as a gal- 
lant toldier and an acoomplished gentle- 
man, but it is pointed oat that his 
death will have a good effect ai show- 
ing the indomitable spirit animating 
the insurgent leaders. 

ICi^or Femandei, better known as 
Pitirre, the iniorgent leader, who, ac- 
cording to the official report, was slain 
ia a oombat with Spanish troops, was 
really killed while ill and helidess, 
awaiting an opportunity to sorrender to 
Thomas Garcia, recently autonomist 
alcalde of Gnines, an old friend. Pitirre 
b^Lng daageronsly ill. applied to him to 
airange terms for his surrender. Senor 
Garoia caused Pitirre to be taken to the 
Oanoio estate, near Gnines, whore he 
made him comfortable and arranged to 
have a guard of Spanish troops to bring 
him to the hospital in the town Instead 
the troops went to the estate and butch- 
ered the ill man in his bed. 

Senor Garcia is infuriated at this 
breach of faith, and has declared his in- 
tention of coming to Havana to lay the 
matter before General lilaiico and de- 
mand the punishment of the olUcer re- 
spoBsible for the muder. 

REVOLUTION IN SPAIN FIAR^D. 

The Koyal FMUiily I'reparin; to Go to 
Franoo at the FIritt Outbreak. 

LoxDOX, Deo. 17.— According to the 
St.tJames Gazette, private letters re- 
ceived hero from Madrid nay that Gen- 
eral Weyler's leceptiou there was most 
significant and that the government is 
so alarmed by tho menacing attitude of 
the popnlaoe that artillerj has been sta- 
tloped at <xmoeale4 points commanding 
the main tnoronghfares. The gunners, 
however, can not be called upon. 

The wildest rumors are current, say 
the letters in (iue.stLuii, with reports 
that preparations iiro iiiiikiiiK for tho 
flight of tho members of tho ri)_val faia- 
iy to France at the iirsl sign of a rcvo- 
lattoo. 

Wryler Charjeil With KinbesKlement. 

Havana, Deo. 17.— Tho Diarlo de la 
Marina publishe.s a letter accusiux Gen- 
eral Weyler of having embezzled i^lU,- 
000 from a fund started for the relief of 
the families of a number of soldiers who 
perished in a iailwa7 accident. The 
mon«7 was held in depoidt at bank un- 
til Od. 80, when W«yler withdrew it.

ANOTHER NEGRO LYNCHHD. 

Aceompllee la the Murdpr of the Smith 
FnDilly ia Slmpeon Countjr, Miii. 

Bbookhavbn, Miss., Deo. 17.— An- 
other negm was lynched at Bankston 
Ferry, in Simpson county, on Wednes- 
day, as an accomplice of Charley Lewis, 

in tho murder of thn wife and four 
children of Hrown Smith on Wednes- 
day of last week. For tho past several 
days a posse of about 80 determined 
men have been scooring the country in 
search of evidence, and Tuesday Inst 
they found a negro woman in posse.s- 
sion of a bloody ooat, which she claimed 
Charley Lewis left with her, requesting 
that she look feae coat np in her trunk 
until ha oalied for it. The ooat ap- 
pe.-ired to have been washed, but bloody 
stains on the right sleeve and breast 
still remained. 

Upon this evidence a mob of 400 men 
hold another meeting at Bankston 
Ferry, bringing before them three ne- 
groes, Oscar FerroU, Tom Waller and 
Giles Berry who were with Charley 
Lewis the night of the murder. Oscar 
Ferrell testified before the night of the 
m(jb tliat Charley Lewis, Giles Berry, 
Tom Waller and himself went to church 
across the river on the night of the 
murder. On returnimf ( "harles Lewis 
stopped at a negro house, the other 
three proceeding to a cotton house, 
where they had been stopping. Charley 
Lewis soon overtook them and all re- 
tired to}?ether. Lewis and Waller did 
not remain long and left them about 3 
o'clock, returning just at break of day 
with some fre.sh meat and remarked 
tliat tliey liad killed Brown Smith's 
wife and four children beeau.so she re- 
fused to cook tlii^m a meal. They 
threatened the witness and Giles Berry 
with instant death if thej maatioaed 

the matter. 

Giles Ht rry deiiiod the statement, 
but Oscar Fcrreil made public declara- 
tion that It ^^ as true. 

The mob became infuriated and 
placed a rojie around Tom Waller's 
neck and dra>;gi d him up the hill and 
hau;:ed him within a few feet of where 
Charley Lewis was hanged several days 
a>rii. Waller protested to the last that 
he was inniK-ent, but it did no good. 
Kverytliiiig is (juiet and this is believed 
to be the last link in cue of the most 
horrible murders ever otMlunitted ia the 
state cf Mississippi. 

AN ACT OR ASSA SSINATED. 

WUllam Terrtoa Killed by a Super Jnst 
Ontsida • I.aiidoB Thaatar* 

LoxtMsx, Deo. 17.— William Terriss, 
the well known actor, was assa.ssinated, 
being stabbed with a knife as ho wvla 
entering tho stage door of tho Adeiphi 
theater last iiigbt. Tl.o murderer 
rushed at the actor as he was stepping' 
across the pavement from his cab, and 
■tabbed him Jast below the heart 

The assassin withdrew the dagger 
and made a second plunge at his vic- 
tim, bat he was seized by the specta- 
tors, of whom there is always a crowd 
about the stage eatmaoe to witness the 
arrival of the acton. The wounded 
maa was carried iatp tba theater and 
doctors were called fiOia the Charing 
Cross hospital, bat Tenlss expired la lo 
minutss. 

The murderer was taken to Bow 
Street police station, followed by an 
angry crowd. His name wa.s given as 
Richard Arthur Prince, but he is 
known as Archer, He had been a 
"super" at the Adeiphi theater several 
ycirs a^ro, and for some dars past he 
has haunted tlie tlicater. His wife has 
been ein[)loyed there u.s a dresser. Since 
he left the Adeiphi, Archer has several 
tir.ii s ti' L't-'eii aid from the diH'ereiit 
thca' rii ai funds of whose e<mimittec.s 
Teniss v>'as a memlx^r, but of late ho 
had become so imjiortunate that Mr, 
TernsH had refused him aid. 

W lun Archer arrived at tlie police 
Stat. on, he still held the weapon, ap- 
l)arentiy a big butcherknife, concealed 
beueatli liis capo. On being charged 
with murder, he is reported to have re- 
plied : 

"He's done me out of the benevolent 
fund this lilOcalai^ aad 1 am oal «f f or 

life." 

The nmrder was placed in a cell and 
is under a special guard. He showed 
no sign.s of insanity, but appewAtO 
glory in his victim's death. 

Train Ooei Through a llrldgre. 
Lakaykttk, Ind., Dec. 17. lughteea 
freiglit cars went through tho bridge 
spanning Little Wea crtok, five miles 
south of this oity, yoiterday, on the 
Monon railroad. The oars were loaded 
with stone and coaL The accident was 
caused by aa immense blook of stone 
falling between oars, teariag awaj the 
bridge guard rolls, aad the eatlM fol- 
lowing part of the train weift into the 
creek. Tho bridge also weat down. 
Charles Wheat. Drakeman. was crip- 
pled ia jumplag. The damage will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

Short and aclMiav. 
QosaBK, lad., Deo. 17.— The grand 
jury yesterday returned a three-count 
indictment against ex- Treasurer Holde- 
man, charging him with embezzle- 
ment, grand larceny and misappro- 
priation of trust funds. Holdenian left 
Goshen two weeks ago and as yet has 
not been apprehended, although his at- 
torney, E. A. Duusman, has repeatedly 
stated that his client would appear 
when wanted. His shortage is said to 
have been cansed from speculations and 
loans to prominent men which could not 
ba realised when cnlled for. 

Danvii.i.k, Ky., Deo. 17. -There has 
been no startling developments in tho 
tollgatti war. The Hardin Rifles are 
gQ4ffding the Stanford gate, but no 
raiders have so far put in an appear- 
ance. The only fear is that the raiders 
from two or twee egnnties may unite 
with the possil^ eaea in Boyle ocaaty 
and Biake au orffia«sad attaok apoa the 
gates which are oapxut^oted.

Triple Murdar Atoned For on 
the Gallowi,

Ripley, W. Va., Dec. 17.— John Mor- 
gan paid the penalty for his three nmr- 
ders shortly after noon. The proces- 
sion to the t.'allows, which i.^ about one- 
half mile from tho town, left tlie jail 
shortly after 11 o'clock. The first vehi- 
cle, a snney, contained Morgan, Bherill 
Owen Shinn and a deputy. Following 
came Rev. T. H. Rymer of the United 
Brethren churcli and Rev. ,1. J. White 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, who 
wero Morgan's spiritual advisors and 
comforters during his last hours. Fol- 
lowing their carriage came a large 
wagon, whioh contained aboat two 
dozen reporters. 

Surrounding tho scaflTold in tho vast 
field wero about lO.tXtO men, women 
and children. Morgan was very cool. 
When the scatlold was reached 
he was assisted to the ^tform 
and the last ceremonies ware be- 
gan. Morgan was the most com- 
posed man on the scaffold, even to tho 
last second. During tho last solemn 
services Morgan stood verj- unconcerned- 
ly viewing the v.isr crowd of spectators. 
Uurim^ til'- I'liii: j^r.-iyer Morgan stood 
with head bowed down and eyc^ closed. 
,Iu.-t before the black caj) was pnlU d 
over his face Morgan said in a clear and 
distinct v<iice; '•! bid yoa farewi'U ; 
this is a warning to all young men not 
to go astragr as I have. My God, I am 
sorry." 

The noose and black cap were then 
adjusted bv Sheriff iLhiuu, assisted bv 
two deputies, E. P. Shiaa and J. M. 

Weuse, 

At I'i :00 p. m. .John Morgan stonil on 
tho scntiold ready for the trap to b» 
sprung. The trap dropped at K' : 10. At 
12 :-'4 Morgan was pronounced dead. 

The triple crime for which Morgan 
was lianged was one of the most re- 
markable in the history of tho state, 
and attracted wide attention, not only 
on account of the unusual brutality of 
tlie murders, but from the fact that there 
was no apparent motive for the deed, 
the family ho destroyed having been 
his belli factor since childhood. The 
trial and conviction was notable for tho 
fact that within three days after tho 
murder, Morgan had been captured, in- 
dieted, tried, convicted and sentenced, 
in pursuance of Judge Reese BUezotd'a 
promise to the populace, clamoring for 
« lynching, that, if the mob would dis- 

Eerse he would promise that there would 
e no delay of justice, 
Mrs. Edward G'reene. a well-to-do 
widow, aged 70 years, her two daugh- 
ters by her llrt t husband, Alice and 
Matilda Pfost, and her sou, John 
Greene, aged about 20, lived a short 
distance fro.n Uipley. An intimate 
friend was .John Morgan, whom Mrs. 
Greene liad taken in as an orphan boy 
and given :t home. He remained with 
them about a doi^en yeai^, but about 
three years ago got married, and lived 
apart from his former benefactors. He 
wa.s on friendly terms with them, how- 
ever, and on Wednesday evening, Nov. 
4, called at the house and asked Matil- 
da Pfost to cut his hair. She invited 
him to remain until morning when she 
would do the favor for him. 

Tho household were up about 4 
o'chx:k tho next morning, and the 
young won. en set about to prepare 
breakfast, while Mrs. Greene was ar- 
ranging her roo:u, Greene went out to 
feed the stock, accompauied by Mor- 
gau, who soon returned to the house 
alone, saying Greene had gone to set 
his traps. A short time after, while 
the young women wore busy with the 
breakfast preparations, Morgan sudden- 
ly picked np a hatchet and assaulted 
Matilda Pfost. striking her twice on the 
head. She ran onto the poroh, while 
Morgan turned upon Alice Pfost and 
felled her with the hatchet. Matilda 
was la the meantime screaming for 
help, and Morgan left Alio* to aaiet 
Matilda. 

This leaving Alice to finish Matilda, 
was fatal to Morgan, for Alice managed 
to get oat of the hotise and hide and it 
was afterward solely on her informa- 
tion that identi^ of the mnrdersr was 
known. AUceded ia a half coasdons 
coadition aad gave the alarm to a 
neighbor. In the meantime Morgan 
forced his way into the room of old Mrs. 
Oreeaci and after a deeperate stramle 
on her part, slashed her to jpieoes with a 
hatchet. James Greene's mutilated 
body was found near a comonb. 

Morgan was shortly afterward cap- 
tured in the woods. The following day 
he was indicted and arraigned for trial 
and confessed. A few dars ago he es- 
caped, but was recaptured. Morgan's 
correct name was John T. Raines. His 
father killed his wife's lover some years 
ago, and was himself killed by aa offi- 
cer who was in pursuit of him.

RELIEF FOR THE G0LD5EEKERS. 



Quarter of m Million Dollare Hae Been 
Apinroyrtotad b/ the Soaata. 

Washington, Deo. 17. — The senate 
pas.'ipd without opposition the joint re;t- 
olution offered by Mr. Hawley, author- 
izing the secretary of war to purchase 
transportation and provide mean.-* for 
supplying food to the American miners 
and others ia the valley of the Yukon. 
The amoimt appropriated is limited to 
1260,000, This is the rcsolntion framed 
by Secret,ary Alper, und indorsed by tht 
presideut and cabinet. 

The secret ary of war in anticipation 
of immediate action by congress has be- 
gun to prepare his plans for carrying 
out the intent of the bilL To this end 
yesterday afternoon he seat a telegram 
to the oommandiag general of the de- 
paitment of Colambia at Vancouver 
barracks, Washington, directing him 
to send two or three competent officers 
of the army to Dyea and vicinity to 
reconnolter and report to the dopar^ 
meat how sapplies can best be gotten 
across the passes to Dawson. They ore 
to report espedally whether cattle can 
be driven on foot aoroM the passes aad 
if so which IS the easiest pass to cross 
and. if not possible to get them all the 
way through, whether they can bo 
driven part cf tho «ay and their car- 
casses oat np and carried the remainder. 

The olHoers are act reqtiired to go 
over the routes ia person, but only to 
get the best possible and most accurate 
information for the use of the depart- 
ment. Already the war department 
has two parties in Alaska, one under 
Colonel Randall at St. Michael's, at the 
mouth of the Yukon river, and tho 
other consisting of two oflicers. Captain 
Ray and another, somewhere in the 
vicinity of Circle City, but while the 
latter might be able to give valuable in- 
formation as to the best routes, it will 
not b ' possible to hear from him before 
next spring. 

It appears that the secretary of war 
has made another move in the direction 
of preparation, having been instrumen- 
tal in sending to Lapland Mr. Kjal- 
niann, the herder of the government 
reindeer in .\las!:a. to get options on a 
stiK'k of the animals to be forwarded to 
Alaska for use in transporting supplies, 
it is estimated that while a reindeer 
can be bought in Lapland for about .*7. 
the animal will cost about $10 delivered 
at Dyea, owins,' to the heavy charge.H for 
freight over the long trip from Laplond 
via iS ew V ui k to Alaska.

Bankers' Convention met here to-day on 
call of the AtlanU Clearing Hoose As- 
sociation to consider currency reform. 
After the preliminaries incident to organ- 
isation and addresses by Hon. Hoke 
Smith aod others, reeolationa were 
adopted asking Congress to make changes 
in the banking and currency laws. 

A reeolation was also adopted that it 
wai the sense of the convention that 
business men of every State should come 
together and agree upon such a financial 
and banking system as will bring pros- 
perity and happiness to the nation, and 
that the Chairman of the convention ap- 
point an Executive Committee to be 
composed of one banker from each of the 
.<^()nth(Tii States to urge legialatlon by 
state Bankers' Associations. 

After the reeolntions were adopted Mr. 
J. S. Carr, a millionaire banker of North 
Carolina, was invited to address the body. 
Mr. Carr proved to be a live wire. He 
came ont baldheaded and barefooted for 
free silver. 

" I am a Free Silver Democrat," he de- 
clared. " When I get among bankers I 
confess that I feel lonesome, but I have 
plenty of company when I am with tlio 
rest of the people. I am for State banks 
all right, and I don't care if the notes 
don't circulate outside of the S»ate of 
their issue. We want money we can 
keep at home. The trouble with this 
good money that circulates everywhere ie 
that it circulates away from us. The 
gold standard may be all right for the 
people up North where they have plenty 
of money, but we want something else. 
I got my ideas of political economy and 
finance by hard knocks. I tell you that 
the alarm has been sounded in the watch 
tower of the public and the people are 
demanding that something be done. We 
had better be doing it, too. I am for the 
dollar of our daddies, State banks and 
free silver."
